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i  to  rood, 


HAVING  in  the  preceding  number 
made  a  few  obfervations  on  the  morality 
of  the  ancient  claffica,  i  next  proceed  to 
fay  (bmethtng  of  their  library  merit 
compared  with  that  of  the  ituderns. — 
And,  here,  was  I  poffeflfedofthe  penetra- 
ting wit,  and  fatyrical  humour  of  a 
Swift,  I  might  draw  Up  tlie  ancient  and 
modern  armies  in  battle  array,  marihal 
the  literary  troops,  and  lead  them  on  to 
the  mighty  contelt,  "Ihicld  to  ihield,  and 
lance  to  lance  oppofed."  But  as  1  have 
neither  genious  nor  inclination  for  mar- 
tial defcription,  I  fliall  content  my'.'elf 
with  difcoffing  the  fubjed  aa  briefly  as 
pof&blc. 

The  ancientshavcheretoforc,bcen  uni- 
verfallv  confidored  as  the  belt  models  for  j 
imitation  in  hiilory.  oratory,  an  I  poetry  ; 
and  I  muit  acknowledge-;  I  have  never 
yet  met  with  any  reai'ons  advanced,  of  j 
fulTicient  weight'  to  incline  me  to  thin!: 
the  general  admiration  mifplaccd.  The 
reputation  of  fucii  writers  as  Homer, 
Virgil,  Deihbfthenei  tnd  Ci.cero,  not- 
withstanding the  furious  attacks  of  fume 
upstart  Goths  and  tallelefs  Vandals,  is 
tftahllfhed  upon  a  foundation  firm  and  im- 
moveable as  a  rock  of  adamant.  Amidil 
all  the  viciffitudes  of  human  affairs — while 
oth.-r  empires  fall  around,  and  the  wrecks 
of  time  Itrike  the  traveller  with  altoni.h- 
ment,  thefe  immortal  produ  lions  lhall 
fl ill  Itand  lowering  towards  !ieaven,  as 
eternal  monuments  of  ancient  genius. 

Their  celebrity  mud  be  the  necelfary 
confequcncc  of  th.ir  intrinlic  worth;  be- 
caufe  it  depends  on  the  almoil  univerfal 
talte  of  mankind,  for  tha  fpace  of  more 
than  eighteen  centuries.  Imperfections 
arc,  indeed,  discoverable  in  their  works, 
palrjge3  faulty  and  even  peerile  may  be 
found  in  their  writings;  but  thefe,  when 
we  ennfider  the  coumlels  number  of  their 
fuperlative  beauties,  arc  fwallowe-l  up  as 
a  drop  of  water  in  the  immenfe  ocean. 
There  is  an  argument  in  favour  of  thefe 
didinguiihed  writers,  afotoft  equal  toa  ma- 
thematical demonftration  : — they  per- 
fectly accord  with  the  common  Standard 
of  human  nature:  their  works  being  on- 
ly a  tranfeript  of  nature's  page,  muft 
therefore,  be  no  left  perennnial  than  cre- 
ation itfelf.  They  imprefs  the  general 
feelings  of  mankind  almoft  as  forcibly  as 
the  immediate  voice  of  nature  herfelf. — 
In  matters  of  talle  where  lies  the  appeal  ? 
Where  is  the  criterion?  Where  is  the 
ftandard,  and  where  the  grand  tribunal  to 
which  we  mud  apply  for  a  decilive  judge- 
ment? N>t  aljne  the  profeffors  of 
fchools  and  univerlities — not  to  the  ab- 
ftrul'e  fpeculative  philofopher  ;  nor  the 
dry  abftracl  metaphyfician ;  but  to  the 
common  fe -lings  and  fentiments  of  man- 
kind. Thefe  have.  Certainty,  been  long 
enough  confulted  on  the  fubjet  of  claf- ; 
fical  merit,  Th;y  have  been  appealed 
to  not  for  a  few  vears  onlv  ;  but  for  ma- 
ny centuries, and  throughout  all  republics, 
ftatcs,  and  kingdoms,  whe-jreijhe^ays  of 
fe'tence  have  in  any  dej 
darknefs  of  barbarifin 
the  favage  breaft.  T 
plicity,  energy  and  p: 
per-eminent  authors, v 
as  a  flafh  of  ethereal  „. 
along  the  nerves,  and 'warmed  the  hu- 
man heart,  in  every  age  :  in  confeqirence 
of  which  efb-cts  conftantly  produced  by 
the  famccaufe,  they  have  declared  their 
fentence,  pronounced  the  verdict  and  gi- 
ven their  united  fancYion  to  the  works  of 
'  fuperior  genius. 

M  In  matters  of  mere  reafoning,  fays  a 
very  judicious. critic,  the  world  may  be 
long  in  an  error,  and  may  be  convinced  of 
the  error  by  flronger  reafoning  when  pro- 
duced. For  this  reafon  a  fvltem  of  phi- 
lofophy  receives  no  futficient  fancYion 
from  its  antiquity  or  long  currency." — 
Old  theories  may  be  exploded  and  new 
ones  adopted  in  their  ftead. — But  in  works 
of  tafte  there  can  be  no  fuch  viciliitudes, 
th-ir  dependence  is  not  upon  the  progref- 


live  improvement  of  fcience  ;  but  upon 
the  natural  formation  of  the  human 
mind,  which,  making  allowances  for  t!.c 
difference  of  culture,  is  invariably  tht 
fame  in  all  the  Ions  and  daughters  of  A- 
dam.  In  matters  of  tafte,  therefore,  the 
world  are  not  liable  to  be  impofed  on,  as 
in  the  intricate  n:a.:es  of  philosophic 
(peculation.  That  "  the  univerfal  feel- 
ing of  mankind,  is  the  natural  feeling -& 
confequently  the  right  feeling,"  is  no 
lefs  perfpicuous  than,  that  all  the  :bree 
!|  angles  of  a',  triangle  taken  together  are 
e/ual  to  two  right  angles. — 3ut  fome 
pcrfon  may  here  object,  and  aflc,  is  the 
i  public  never  deceived?  Does' it  never 
I  pal's  a  wrong  judgement  on  a  roctfea',  or 
;  rhetorical  composition  ?  To  this  I  aafwer, 
'  it  can  never  be  Long  impofed  upon.  '  l  is 
!  true  a  very  paltry  performance,  when  it 
coincides  with  the  intercfts  and  prejudi- 
ces of  a  partv  ;  or  flatters  any  prevail- 
ing vice  or  folly,  and  agrees  with  the 
humours  and  inclinations  of  the  popu- 
lace, or  of  a  demagogue  whofe  opinions 
they  relpect,  may  t>e  for  fome  time  in 
vogue,  and  cvcnfupplant  a  work  of  much 
greater  merit ;  but  this  fondnefs  is  never 
lading;  for,  a9  loon  as  the  fceal  and  en- 
thufiaftlC  fervor  of  paliion  fublides,  a  work 
without  lutficu-nt  merit  to  fupport  it, 
falls  down  to  its  proper  place — "  To 
lunib  oblivions's  ever  defert  lhade."  Be- 
ii  les  fuch  a  performance  is  eftcemed,  or 
celebrated  in  only  one  nation  or  country  : 
it  can  never  obtain  a  general  currency  in 
different  countries,  among  nations  of 
different  manners  culloms  and  genius- 
its  reputation  Is  only  local  and  tempora- 
ry ;  never  extenfive   and  permanent. 

The  fufojecl  of  the  comparative  merit 
of  the  antients  and  moderns  Irave  already 
been  diiculfed,  by  fevcral  late  writers,  in 
fo  maficrly  a  maimer,  that  to  thofe  who 
wifii  to  form  ajlfft  eitimatc  of  ancient  com- 
polition,  I  particularly  recommend  the 
perufal  of  them.  The  authors  to  whom  I 
particularly  ailude  are,  Blair,  Knox,  and 
Godwin,  who,  for  correctness  ofjudgement 
liberality  and  refinement  offciitimcnt,per- 
I'picuity  and  elegeiice  of  language,  jultly 
claim  a  dilting  il'hed  rank  among  the  wri- 
tersof  theprefent  r.ge. — fltlydeugn  in  this 
place,  is  only  tooffer  a  few  remarks  on  thofe 
parts  of  the  fubject,  which  have  been  but 
little  infilled  on  by  prcceeding  writers.  

In  general,  when  we  compare  the  ^  ^^\„0i^0^, 


an  epic  poet,  is  verv  deficient.  His  alle- 
gorical perfonages,  Death  and  Sin  are  in- 
.idmilTibic  in  a  good  epic  poem.  Indeed 
according  to  the  Uriel  rules  of  criticifm,  it 
cannot  be  called  an  epic  poem  at  all.  It 
Adam  be  the  Hero,  the  poem  is  very  ill 
conducted,  for  it  terminates  very  unfortu- 
nately. It  is  certainly  very  unnatural, 
as  weal  as  contrary  to  poetic  jullice,  to 
.  .  . [Virtuous  character,  after  llruggling 
with  a  variety  of  misfortunes,  in  a  ftate  of 
wretchednefs.  If  Adam  be  not  the  hero 
then  (.-.s  Mr.  Dry  den  obferves)  the  Devil 
mjsft  be  the  hero,  for  he  is  the  bell  fuppor- 
t-.-j(  cliaraeler  in  the  Si  Irole  poem,  and  gains 
alsVamph  over  Adam  and  all  his  polleri- 
ty  ;  for  I  pre  fume  no  friend  of  the  poet 
will  venture  to  mention  his  Paradise  Re- 
fait  tdy  as  it  would  only  difgracc  the  au- 
thor to  compare  that  with  the  Iliad.  Be- 
lides,when  we  conlider  the  early  period  in 
which  Homer  wrote,  in,  which  he  could 
have  no  proper  model  or  pattern  for 
imitation ;  and  that  Milton  frequent- 
ly borrows  both  from  Homer  and  Virgil ; 
many  pafl'ages  being  almoll  literally  copi- 
ed from  the  ancient  poets  ;  and  that  he 
makes  a  conltant  ufe  of  the  heathen  my- 
thology as  conducing  to  the  beauty  of  his 
poefy: — thefe  things,  I  fay,  being  confi- 
^  dered,  we  maj  fafely  conclude,  without 
|  detracting  in  tiie  leaft  from  the  real  cha- 
racter of  the  prince  of  the  Englifli  poets, 
that  ho  muft  be  content,  without  daring 
to  encounter  the  noble  Grecian  bard.  1 
will,  however,  admit,  tlltt  in  a  few  inftan- 
ccs  he  equals  Honier;  butthen,in  many  o- 
ther  refpecls,he  is  far  inferioreven  to  Vir- 
gil.— The  rules  of  epic  poetry,  fays  the 
u.odern  caviller,  were  originally  drawn 
from  Homer,  and  mult  therefore  be  in  his 
favour.  W  hy  were  they  taken  from  Ho- 
mer,  Isdk?  was  it  not  bee aufe  his  writ- 
ings were  perfectly  agrcable  to  nature, as 
a  celebrated  modern  poet  obferves, 


Let  any  impartial  and  candid  critic 
(if  fuch  a  thing  can  be  found)  compare 
the  orations  of  Demofthcr.es  and  Cicero, 
with  the  moft  applauded  fpecimens  of 
oratory  that  have  been  delivered  in  mo- 
dern limes,  &  he  mull  neceffarily  acknow- 
ledge, that  inflead  of  having  excelled, 
thev  have  fallen  confiderably  fliort  of

Bat  amidlt  the  greateft  beauties,  fo  many 
irregularities,  low  conceits,  grofs  blund- 
ers, coarfe  and  vulgar  expre:fions,  occur 
fo  frequently  as  to  leave  the  reader  in 
doubt  whether  his  uncommon  excellen- 
ces on  the  one  fide  are  not  more  than 


hear  fome  perfon  exclaim — Is  it  not  big- 
otry to  be  attached  to  thofe  old  authors  ? 
What  were  thefe  ancients  that  we  lliould 
extol  them  fo  highly?  Were  they  a  race 
of  men  fuperior  to  the  moderns  ?  Or 
were  the  climates  of  Greece  and  Rome 


countcrbalancedby  hisglaringdeformities 'j  peculiarly  favourable  to  the  product 


on  the  other. 

In  poetry,  eloquence  and  hiftory,  the 
ancients  have  greatly  the  fuperiarity. 
But  in  natural  philofophy  and  all  fcienccs 
the  knowledge  of  which  is  progr-dive,  we 
have  undoubtedly  gained  f<>me  advantages 
as  thefe  things  cannot  be  brought  to  per- 
fec\^n  but  by  long  and  continued  experi- 
ence— In  epic  poetry.  Homer  fiiines  as 
unrivalled.  In  fimplicity,  invention, 
native  fire  and  impeiuoiity,  he  excels  all 
other  poets.  Among  the  moderns,Milton 
iscornmonly  placed  in  the  front,  and  :s,in- 
leed,  a  poet  of  furprifing  genius,  of  alto- 
'hing  fubiimity,  and  extra  ordinary 
ftrength  and  richnefs  of  imagination. — 
In  fertility  of  invention  he  yields  to  none 
but  Homer. — His  machinery  however  is 
far  inferior  to  that  of  the  anlient  poet. 
The  Engliih  barddifcovers,  perhaps,  more 
art  and  refinement  of  thought;  the  Greci- 
an poet  more  nature.  TI12  verfiftcatlon 
of  the  former  is  often  affe  rle  l,  harfh,  and 
turgid;  the  [lowing  numbers, ani  :u!odi- 
ous  verfe  of  the  latter,  are  grateful  even 
to  the  ears  of  fhofe  who  are  ig  I  Of  ant  o" 
the  Greek  language.  Hjrwuer  tranfeends 
ill  Other  poets  in  animated  fcenes,  and 
particularlyiiulefcribing  martial  itchieve- 
ments;  and  alio  in  a  proper  difpiay  of 
charufteri.    In  th.l'e  relp-wl», Milton,  as 


of  genius  ? — To  fuch  hafty  enquiries,  I 
recommend  the  confidcration  of  the 
three  following  circumftances. —  1.  That 
the  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans  poffefT- 
cd  a  remarkably  enterprifing  fpirit,  which 
for  a  long  time  difplayed  itfelf  in  an  in- 
vincible and  almoft  incredible  ardor  for 
military  purfuits;  and,that  when  the  fame 
fpirit  was  directed,  with  equal  enthufi- 
afm,  into  the  channel  of  literature, 
it  could  fcarce  fail  of  being  equal!*/ 
fuccefsfiil. — %4  The  extreme  attention, 
and  indefatigable  indultry  which  thofe 
diltinguithed  writers,  employed  not 
onlv  in  compofing,  but  in  correcling  & 
polifhing  their  works,  was  alfo  a  circum- 
ftance  which  contributed,  in  a  great  mea- 
fure  to  their  immortality. — "  All  the  per- 
formances of  human  art,  fays  the  cele- 
brated Dr.  Johnfon,  at  which  we  look 
with  praife  or  wonder,  arc  inftances  of 
the  refiftlefs  force  of  perfeverance  :  it  is 
by  this,  that  the  quarry  becomes  a  pyra- 
mid, and  that  diftant  countries  are  united 
bv  canals." — 3.  Another  circumftancc 
of  great  importance,  was  the  liberal  and 
unparalleled  encouragement  given  to 
thofe,  who  ditVinguiihed  themfelves  in 
the  noble  purfuits  o^lB^rature. — When 
do  we  hear  in  modern  times  of  a  poet 
receiving  two  thoufand  pouads  for  fixteen 


or  twenty  lines? — Pecuniary  rewards 
were  not  the  only  incitements  togefdus  ; 
— honours,  preferments,  and  abuve  all, 
the  extraordinary  veneration  in  which 
they  were  held  bv  their  countrymen^ 
w«re;ipoft  powerful  ftimuTehts  to  c'n.ula- 
tion — fanned  the  flume  of  gei.ius — invi- 
gorated every  exertion — and  inferred 
their  panting  breafts  with  an  unquencha- 
ble thirft  for  immortal  fume,  r'ar  be  it 
from  me  to  depreciate  the  noble  producti- 
ons of  the^  moderns,  or  to  depreis  the 
afpirir.g  fpirit  of  any  American  youth 
whofe  breaft  throbs  high  with  a  glorious 
emulation,— whole  manly  foul  indignant 
burfts  from  the  barriers,  and  sullies  to- 
wards the  goal  with  heart  elate,  and  rends 
afunder  the  fhakles  which  the  frozen- 
hearted  critic  would  impofe.  For  his  en- 
couragement, the  book  of  nature  ftill  lies 
open,  and  fpreads  its  ample  folio,  as  re- 
plete as  ever  with  the  richeft  (lores. — 
Though  a  Homer  and  a  Virgil  ha«  e  with 
unexampled  afliduity,  employed  their  lives 
in  toe  perufal,  how  many  pages  fraught 
with  golden  inftruddion  yet  remain  un- 
turned ! — May  we  pot  yet  hope  for  a 
Homer,  to  fhine  forth  with  fuperior  fnlen- 
dor,  from  the  embowering  jforjefti  of  Co- 
lumbia?— We  are  however  indebted  to 
the  ancients  for  the  greateft  part  of  the 
learning,  as  well  as  fcientific  knowledge 
we  have  at  prefect  amongft  us.  If  we 
have  in  feveral  branches  of  learning 
made  confide! able  improvements,  and  in 
many  refpects,  extended  the  limits  of'* 
fcience,  do  thefe  modern  improvements 
entirely  fuperfede  the  ncceflity  of  our 
being  acquainted  with  them  in  their  ori- 
ginal Rate?  Had  not  the  claffics  been 
prefcrved  during  the  dark  and  Gothic 
ages,  in  what  condition  fliould  we  now 
have  been  ?  M^ft  probably  groping  in 
the  benighted  deferts  of  barbarifm,  and 
as  dtveid  of  the  illuminating ravs  "f  !>i- 
ence  as  the  Turks  and  Tartars.  Do  ws) 
not  then  owe  them  a  tribute  of  reverence 
and  gratitude  for  the  flock  of  knowledge 
with  which  they  have  furni'hed  us  ?  Cer- 
tsirdy  the  leall  compliment  we  can  pay 
them,  is  to  read  their  works. — Wh  it  ran, 
render  theclaffie  writings  lefs  amiable  in 
our  eyes,  than  in  thofe  of  our  anccltors? 
Is  it  becaufe  we  have  already  ftripned 
them  01  all  their  graces  to  adorn  our  own, 
compolitions,  and  do  We  a£l,  in  this  re- 
lpcct,  as  a  debauchee  who  whrii  his  ap* 
petite  is  fatiated,  and  his  dclires  obtain- 
ed by  fraudulent  feduclion,  abandons  his 
fair  itinocent,  no  longer  dwells  with  rarj- 
ture  on  her  charms,  hut  leava  her  to  the 
mercy  of  a  calumniating  wc  rid.  Is  the 
modern  talle  fo  vitiated?  Are  mankind 
become  too  effeminate  to  relilh  the  beau- 
ties of  a  folid  and  manly  eloquence  ? — I 
entertain  too  high  an  opinion  of  the  re- 
publican fpirit  of  n-.y  fellow  citizens,  to 
fuppofe  that  men,  who  in  their  ever  me- 
morable ftruggle  for  liberty,  difplaved 
fuch  uncommon  fortitude  and  li rmn'efs, 
Ihould  ever  become  fo  degenerate,  as  to 
prefer  the  Bteritricious  ornament?,  quaint 
and  affected  phrafes  of  feveral  inod  en 
writers,  to  the  elegant  fimplicity,  anima- 
ted language,  and  mafculine  beauties  of 
the  ancient  dairies. 

We  may  further  retmrk,  that  th  Tc 
long  the  moderns,  who  have  pufftl  d 
the  foolfteps  of  the  ancients  and  imifa- 
ted  them  the  moft  clofely,  have  fucc ceded 
the  belt  Si  arrived  the  nearelt  to  perfeeVi- 
as  Milton,  Drvdeh,  Pope,  Addifon,' 
Swift,  BoKngbroke",  Shaftshirrv,  Mont-f. 
luieu,  Boilcau,  Cambrav,  Voltaire,  Rouf- 
feau,with  many  others  of  equal  eminence. 
Scarce  a  iingle  inftance  can  be  produced 
odern  times,  of  any  eminent  poet, 
orator,  hiftorian,  or  fliining  chara'ler  in 
UV  orpartment  of  literature,  wfio  was 
not  a  claffical  fcholaf,  and  who  has  not 
ftrongly  recommended  the  careful  peru- 
-&1  of  the  ancient  writers,  to  all  his  fuc- 
cefTors  who  fh  >uld  afterwards  afnire  to 
eminence.  'l'is  ti'ue,  in  the  Hnife.l 
States  of  America,  where  a  (general  dife- 
femination  of  political  knowledge  has  for 
fome  time,  prevailed,  two  on  three  ex- 
traordinary geniufes  have  arifen,  anima- 
ted with  an  enthufiaftic  love  for  liberty, 
who  M  foared  above  the  critic's  law,"  8c 
delivered  orations  worthy  of  Greece  or 
Rome.  Yet  thefe  great  characters, 
though,  perhaps,  but  little  acquainted 
with  the  original  languages,  were  fondly 
enamorncd  of  the  Greek  and  Roman 
hiftories,  read  them  in  tranllations  with 
uncommon  avidity,  ftored  their  memories 
wich  ufeful  facls,'and  thence  caught  that 
noble  fin;  which  burft  forth  in  patriouo

l  yle  improved. — Tlic  claj&e  wriitnga 
having  Deef»,  liorii  the  very  dawn  oi 
Xft&itoh  in  modern  Europe,  efteefhed 
the  6n(y  models  of  true  tafte,  have  beet, 
hn hated  with  iiuh  fuccefa,  lint  a  very 
gteat  portion  of  their  beauties  have  beer, 
borrowed, and  have  contributed  in  a  great 
degree  to  enrich  and  adorn,  not  only  the 
1..:  g.iih  language;  but  thofeof  every  othei 
tivtlfccd  na'tion'i  Hence  it  is,  that  a  mo- 
dern wit,  with  great  appLuio,  frequently 
delivers  as  hit  o.vn,  athought,  turn  or  ex- 
p\  eijion  of  Horace  or  Cicero,  u  ndiltinguiih- 
ea  by  his  auditors',,  or  even  by  himfeif. — 
So  evv.n  ad  nitting  that  the  moderns  have 
in  foine  imtmces,  improved  upon  the  aii- 
eiemt  ltock,by  "copying  their  beauties,  am. 
avoiding  their  faults  ;  yt  it 1 11  the  great-
